To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Abram  Urban  District 

Council. 

Gentlemen, 

I have  much  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  my  report-  on  the 
health  and  general  conditions  of  your  township  for  the  year  ending 
December  31st,  1914. 

The  acreage,  as  per  County  Surveyor’s  Report,  is  1,984. 

The  subsoil  is  almost  entirely  clay,  and  owing  to  subsidences  of 
the  land  consequent  on  mining  operations,  there  is  an  ever-increasing 
quantity  of  land  more  or  less'  permanently  under  water. 

Almost  the  entire  population  is  of  the  artisan  class,  labour  being 
found  for  practically  all  the  males  and  a small  proportion  of  the 
females  at  the  various  collieries  in  the  district,  the  remaining  portion 
of  the  females  obtaining  employment  in  the  cotfton  mills  in  the  various 
surrounding  districts. 

The  total  number  of  inhabited  houses  is  1,294,  an  increase  of 
two  on  the  previous  year’s  report.  The  population,  estimated  to  the 
middle  of  the  year,  is  7,198,  and  the  average  number  of  persons  per 
house  is  5.56,  as  compared  with  5.33  as  given  at  the  census  of  1911 

The  rateable  value  of  the  district  is  £45,197,  the  assessable  value 
£39,718.  A penny  rate  produces  £165,  the  district  rate  being  3s.  6d. 
in  the  £,  the  poor  rate  3s.  4d.,  and  the  water  rate  Is.  6d.

The  death-rate 
for  the  whole  district  is  15  per  thousand;  this  is  very  slightly  higher 
than  for  the  year  1913,  viz.,  .35  per  thousand.

In  comparison  with  the  previous  year,  Abram  Brow  and  Bicker- 
shaw  Wards  show  an  increase,  while  Bamfurlong  and  Plank  Lane 
Wards  show  a decrease. 

In  Plank  Lane  Ward  the  improvement  is  most  marked,  more 
especially  in  the  infantile  deatlpriate.  This  is  a very  gratifying  feature. 

In  Bamfurlong  Ward,  while  the  general  death-rate  is  slightly 
lower  than  in  the  previous  year,  the  infantile  death-rate  is  considerably 
higher,  and  is  very  easily  the  highest  for  the  whole  township. 

On  further  analysis  of  these  deaths  one  finds  that  in  the  Abram 
portion  of  this  ward  there  are  1 7 deaths  altogether  (5  in  infants  under 
twelve  months  and  12  in  all  persons  from  twelve  months  upwards), 
while  in  the  Bamfurlong  portion  there  is  a total  of  21  deaths  (8  in 
infants  under  twelve  months  and  13  in  all  persons  over  that  age). 
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Cross  Street,  which  comprises  23  houses,  provides  7 deaths,  4 of 
which  are  in  children  under  twelve  months  and  3 over  that  age,  and  I 
have  given  instructions  to  the  Nurse  Visitor  to  pay  very  particular 
attention  to  this  street. 


Zymotic  Diseases , including  Diarrhoea  and  Enteritis  but  excluding 
all  forms  of  Tuberculous  diseases,  have  caused  12  deaths.  This  is  a reduc- 
tion of  14 on  the  previous  year.  The  causes  of  these  deaths  are:  Enteric 
Fever  1,  Measles  3,  Scarlet  Fever  2,  Whooping  Cough  1,  Diphtheria 
and  Croop  2,  and  Diarrhoea  3.

All  the  wards  show  a gratifying  decrease  over  the  figures  of  the 
preceding  year. 


Tuberculous  Diseases.  The  deaths  from  these  diseases  are  13  in 

number,  being  more  than  double  those  of  the  previous  year.  9 of  these 
are  from  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis,  2 Tuberculous  Meningitis,  and  2 
from  Abdominal  Tuberculosis.

Measles.  3 deaths  are  due  to  this  class  of  disease,

reduction  upon  1913.  The  outbreak,  which  occurred  in  October,  was 
more  particularly  severe  in  the  Abram  portions  of  Abram  Brow  and 
Bamfurlong  Wards,  and  chiefly  affected  children  under  school  age. 
There  was  no  necessity  to  resort  to  school  closure  on  this  account.  The 
approximate  number  of  cases  was  about  50,  and  the  percentage  of 
deaths  -to  cases  is  6 , 
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Scarlet  Fever.  This  disease  was  very  prevalent  during  the  last 
three  months  of  the  year  and  has  caused  2 deaths.  The  outbreak  com- 
menced in  Plank  Lane  Ward  and  then  became  more  or  less  general 
throughout  the  district,  cases  occurring  here  and  there  where  there 
could  be  no  possibility  of  actual  contact.  In  as  many  instances  as  pos- 
sible an  early  removal  to  the  Isolation  Hospital  was  effected,  and  the 
houses  thoroughly  fumigated.  St.  Andrew’s  School  at  Plank  Lane  was 
closed  for  a period  of  three  weeks  owing  to  this  outbreak. 

Enteric  Fever.  7 Cases  were  notified,  and  there  was  1 death  from 
this  cause  in  Abram  Brow  Ward. 

Whooping  Cough  caused  1 death,  Diphtheria  2 (both  in  Bamfur- 
long  Ward),  and  Diarrhoea!  Diseases  3. 

Respiratory  Diseases.  28  deaths  from  these  causes,  6 more  than  the 
previous  year,  and  comprising  : Bronchitis  12,  Pneumonia  12,  and  other 
diseases  4.  The  death-rate  from  these  diseases  is  3.88  per  thousand. 

Cancer  has  occasioned  4 deaths,  1 less  than  the  previous  year. 

Heart  Diseases.  6 deaths  from  these  causes,  1 more  than  in  the 
previous  year. 

Diseases  incidental  to  infancy  and  including  Premature  Births, 
Congenital  Malformation,  Atelectasis,  and  Debility  are  9 in  number, 
being  2 less  than  the  previous  year. 

Deaths  due, to  accident  are  9 in  number,  and  include  the  bodies 
of  three  men  recovered  from  the  Maypole  Colliery,  victims  of  the 
explosion  of  1908. 

Deaths  from  all  other  causes,  defined  and  ill-defined,  are  26'  in 
number.  There  have  been  2 uncertified  deaths,  and  one  in  an  illegiti- 
mate child  under  twelve  months  old. 

Births.  214  have  been  registered  during  the  year,  consisting  of 
108  males  and  106  females.  The  number  of  births  is  5 fewer  than  in 
the  preceding  year,  but  the  birth-rate  is  very  satisfactory  one  of  29.73 
per  thousand,  and  is  slightly  above  the  average;  for  the  preceding  five 
years.  9 of  these  births:  are  illegitimate.

Abram  Brow  and  Biekershaw  Wards  show  an  increase  on  the 
figures  of  the  previous  year,  while  Bamfurlong  and  Plank  Lane  Wards 
show  a decrease. 

Notifications.  Ill  have  been  received  during  the  year,  represent- 
ing 108  case®,  three  cases  of  Tuberculosis  being  duplicated.  This  is  an 
increase  of  47  over  the  figures  of  1913;  this  increase  is  entirely  due  to 
the  large  number  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  occurring  in  the  township. 

The  ward  distribution  is  given  in  Table  II.  at  the  end  of  this 
report. 

Factory  and  Workshops  Act.  The  premises  coming  under  this 
heading  have  been  visited  and  generally  found  in  a satisfactory  condi- 
tion. In  two  cases  a want  of  cleanliness  was  found,  and  in  another 
insufficiency  of  ventilation.

Dairies  and  Cowsheds  have  been  visited  and  found  generally  satis- 
factory ; in  one  instance  particularly  has  a great  improvement  been 
effected,  but  there  are  still  several  places  where  decided  improvement 
in  lighting,  ventilation  and  particularly  storage  of  manure  can  and 
ought  to  be  effected.  There  is  also  still  plenty  of  opportunities  of 
improved  cleanliness,  both  in  the  cattle  and  the  attendants . 

Bakehouses  have  been  examined  and  found  generally  satisfactory. 

Midwives  Act.  The  working  of  this  act  continues  satisfactory. 
There  hias  not  been  a case  of  Puerpural  Septicaemia  and  only  two  cases 
of  Opthalmia  Neonatorum,  and  one  only  of  these  was  in  the  practice 
of  a certified  midwife1. 

Notification  of  Births  Act.  Your  Council  adopted  this  Act,  which 
came  into  operation  on  October  1st,  1914,  and  appointed  a part-time 
Nurse  Visitor.  Since'  the  Act  came  into  force  up  to  the  end  of  the  year 
54  births  have  been  notified,  and  111  visits  have  been  made  by  the 
Health  Visitor.  It  is  yet  too  early  to  speak  of  any  benefits  derived 
from  this  procedure',  but  I feel  very  sure  that  these  will  amply  reward 
the  Council  for  any  expenditure  incurred. 
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Housing  and  Town  Planning.  During  the  year  the  Inspector, 
Mr.  Roby,  has  visited  35  houses.  Seven  of  these  have  been  considered 
unfit  for  human  habitation  and  closing  orders  made.  Four  other 
houses  for  which  closing  orders  were  served  previously  have  been  put 
into  habitable  condition,  while  in  27  others  defects  found  have  been 
remedied.  No  houses  have  been  demolished  during  the  year. 

The  general  condition  of  the  houses  is  similar  to  what  has  been 
previously  reported.  Three  new  houses,  each  provided  with  bath  and 
w.c.,  have  been  built  during  the  year  by  private  people.  There'  is  still 
a shortage^  of  houses  for  working  classes,  particularly  in  Abram  portions 
of  Abram  Brow  and  Bamfurlong  Wards.

Sewers.  About  350  yards  of  new  9in.  sewer  has  been  laid,  which 
include®  the  new  arrangement  for  carrying  the  sewage  from  26  house® 
at  Platt  Bridge  to  the  Sewage  Works  belonging  to  Hind-ley  Council. 
Owing  to  mining  subsidence,  the  connection  to  Abram  sewers  had  to  be 
out  off.  Ftom  the  same  cause  about  100  yards  of  old  sewers  had  to 
be  raised. 

Three  new  manholes  have  been  built  and  two  vent  shafts 
erected. 

Sewage  Disposal  Works.  Good  results  continue  to  be  produced, 
and  all  the  samples  taken  by  the  Rivers  Committee  have  been  near 
the  top  of  the  list.

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Nightsoil.  3,790  Ashpits  have  been  cleaned,  containing  3,230 
loads,  being  an  increase,  over  last  year  of  700  and  400  respectively. 
Few  complaints  have  been  received. 

New  Property.  Three  houses  have  been  built  and  tenanted,  all 
provided  with  baths  and  water  closets.  Two  others  are  nearing  comple- 
tion. 

Slaughter  House.  This  continues  to  be  managed  very  satisfactory 
and  kept  in  order.  About  60'lbs.  of  tuberculous  meat  has  been  con- 
demned. 

Cowsheds  and  Dairies.  Desired  improvements  have  been  effected 
at  two  farms,  .and  special  provisions  made  for  manure  storage  at  two 
others,  in  accordance  with  the  Bye-laws,  these  latter  being  the  only 
cases  in  the  district  to  conform  to  the  Bye-laws  in  this  respect. 
Improvements  are  needed  at  many  other  cowsheds. 

Schools.  The  asphalting  of  the  surface  of  the  playground  at  St. 

Andrew’s  School,  Plank  Lane,  has  abated  a very  serious  nuisance. 

Canal  Boats.  Inspections  were  made  of  60  boats  passing  through 
the  township,  but.  in  only  one  instance  was  it  necessary  to  caution  an 
occupant  about  the  dirty  conditions  found.  The  slovenly  boat  people 
are  not  so  prominent  as  formerly.
